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CHRISTMAS DAY. 
WE have reached once again the porch of winter, We have 
immediately before us the gloomiest season of the year, There 
is a happy appropriateness in the coincidence that our most 
charming festival occurs when we most need its cheering in- 
fluence, How should we manage to plod through dreary winter 
were we deprived of “merry Christmas”? From the closing 
days of autumn we look forward to it with complacency ; to 
the opening days of spring it cheers us on with pleasant remi- 
niscences, Like a brilliant light close to the entrance of a dark 





tunnel, it sheds its beams backwards, to lure on our lingering 
steps, and forwards to guide them far 
into the new year. Welcome, ever 
welcome, Christmas ! 

Welcome in any guise—even when he 
ushers himself in, damp and dripping, 
with wreaths of mist about his head, 
and raindrops thick upon his gar- 
ments, and splashes of mud upon his 
feet—even then we are right glad to 
see him! The fouler the weather the 
less disposed are we to miss the guest, 
But should Old Christmas come, as he 
often does, in the costume which best 
befits him—should he wear, as seems 
most natural to him, the snowy habili- 
ments of winter—should he invite us 
to go forth with him and look upon 
Nature in her silent sleep—we hail 
his appearance with a still heartier 
greeting. Our forefathers saw him 
oftener than we do in this hale con- 
dition, But we have no reason to com- 
plain; what we lose in one way we 
more than gain in others, High cul- 
tivation has toned down our climate ; 
and, on the whole, we have no reason 
to regret that we are less exposed than 
were our predecessors to its extremes, 

Christmas Day, quite irrespectively 
of the great fact which it commemo- 
rates, makes the blood of most people 
bound more joyously through their 
veins for the simple reason that it is a 
holiday, to an immense number the 
holiday of the year. There is a greater 
moral significance in this statement 
than appears at the first blush, Where 
continuous daily work, whether of the 
muscles or the brain, is the condition 
of life—as it is with the vast majority 
of our countrymen—a day's holiday, 
temperately and rationally spent, is to 
the soul what a bath is tothe body— 
refreshing, cleansing, invigorating, 
gladdening, It washes away the dry 
and dusty coating which monotonous 
toil and incessant cares deposit upon 
the surface of the mind; calls into 
play a host of suppressed, or, at any 
rate, unused susceptibilities ; makes us 
conscious of a more elastic, a fuller, 
life than that with which we are ordinarily conversant, 
and gives a healthier tone te all the powers of the will, It 
is quite a mistake to suppose that work is necessarily 
more ennobling than recreation. Each is beautiful in its place ; 
but the one, no less than the other, is injurious in excess, 
In this busy country the prevailing tendency is to overtax 
the bodily and mental facultics, not so much by severity of 
toil as by its long continuity, and the result is a comparative | 
numbness of the better feelings and the higher affections 
of our nature—a limitation of life to an unvarying 
and almost mechanical routine, and a gradual closing up of | 
the pores through which the kindlier and more refined sensi- 
bilities of humanity derive and express satisfaction, We wish '

there were more national holidays than there are. We rejoice 
that some abridgment of the hours of toil, and some recognition 
of the right of both body and mind to stated recreation, is growing 
more and more into public favour ; and we hope that, before the 
lapse of many years, the balance between what is due to 
business and what to rest and enjoyment, will be fairly struck, 
Meanwhile, we cherish Christmas Day as a precious possession— 
how precious, who can calculate? For which of us can compute 


the amount of restorative energy it diffuses through our social | 
system, in the sympathies it awakens, the affections it brings | 
into play, the diversion from care it effects, the soured feelings 


it sweetens, and the quickening impulse it gives to the pulse of 
general life ? 

To most of our readers, however, Christmas presents charms 
peculiar to itself, as the season set apart by custom to family 
reunion, It would seem to be a special characteristic of the 
Teutonic race to watch with the deepest interest and tenderest 
solicitude over the sanctities of home, and Christmas has 
been consecrated by them, from time immemorial, to 
the performance of domestic rites, May it ever continue 
to be so! The collection round the festive table of 
members of the family scattered, perhaps, throughout the year 
over a wide extent of country ; the hearty greetings, the loving 
inquiries, the fond reminiscences, the interchanges of affectionate 


expression ; the mingling together in hilarious enjoyment of old | 
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and young, frosty-headed grandparents and toddling infants ; the 
good cheer, invariably the same, the fat turkey, the noble sirloin, 
the plum-pudding, and the snap-dragon ; the buoyant mirth, the 
games and romps, in which age and childhood meet for the 
nonce on the same level ; the very garniture of the rooms,-the 
holly and the mistletoe—light and warmth within, and perhaps 
burly winter without—taken altogether, what a freshening in- 
fluence they exert upon the heart! To anyone who is far away 
from home and its associations, what touching memories does 
the recurrence of this day conjure up before him! In all our 
colonies and dependencies, in sunny India, in every quarter of 
the globe, what myriads there are of 
English kith and kin, over whom 
Christmas Day sheds a hallowed light 
specially conducive to the strengthen- 
ing of the ties which bind their affec- 
tion and allegiance to the old country ! 
No one would conjecture, until expe- 
rience has revealed the secret to him, 
what heaps of fuel for the home affec- 
tions Christmas Day annually stores 
up in the heart. 

Aye, and it is a merry Christmas 
that we wish one another—not only a 
benevolent wish, but a wise one, The 
festival is of a kind that invites mirth 
to preside at it, and they who wilfully 
banish her from her proper place know 
not what they lose. On such an occa- 
sion she is the aptest and most genial 
mistress of the ceremonies, She melts 
dowu, by the witchery of her smiles, 
the icy rigidities which insensibly con- 
geal upon the surface of the feelings 
during long periods of absence from one 
another. She puts hearts en rap- 
port with incredible ease. She 
smooths away all the little asperities 
of temper, and rounds off all the 
angularities of individual character, 
which prevent even members of the 
same family from quickly coalescing. 
Under her benign influence, just in 
proportion as it begins to tell, you may 
see black cares, and venomous jea- 
lousies, and brooding suspicions, and 
young enmities trooping away into 
their native darkness, and the space they 
have vacated promptly and joyously 
reoccupied by the tenderer sentiments, 
sympathies, and affections which they 
had expelled. Few peacemakers arc 
so successful as mirth—few do their 
gracious work so unostentatiouslyr. 
Genuine laughter, especially when they 
who share in it are known to each 
other, is a sovercign medicine, a specific 
remedy (if only applied in time) for 
the uncomfortable and discomforting 
evils which grow out of an atrabilious 
condition, and no agent is more potent 
in routing out from the bosom the “ creeping things” which some- 
times find shelter there. Commend us, therefore, to a “ merry 
Christmas,” as one of the best alteratives that can be taken at 
the close of a toilsome vear—and if, happily, children are the 
chief provocatives of mirth, so much the better. Their fresh- 
ness is like the freshness of the morning air—strangely reviving. 
The effect of their exuberant hilarity is like dew upon the spirit, 
wholesome and cooling to minds fevered and made restless by 
daily anxieties. We cannot wish our readers a kinder wish 
than that of a “merry Christmas” in a well-rounded family 
circle, 

There is a shady side to this picture, we are aware, The 
severed tie, the vacant place, the altered circumstances, the 
ixremediable dispersion, will often tinge with sorrow the 
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festivities of the day. Many a closed wound will bleed 
afresh in presence of observances at which lost loved ones 
have formerly assisted. But the pain is not without its 
alleviations—certainly, not without its purifying uses. It is 
en such occasions we place an immortelle on the tomb of the 
@eparted, and leave with it part of our own selfishness, Our 
very sadness opens our sympathies, as the shades of evening 
open certain fragrant flowers, Our fond regrets remind us that 
we are not all our own—that we belong, in part at least, to 
ethers, 

But what we have, as well as what we miss, should teach us 
this same lesson. At no season more than at Christmas are we 
reminded that others have a claim upon us—at none is that claim 
more urgent—by none is it more eloquently and impressively 
enforced. Charity very justly regards Christmas-tide as peculiarly 
her own, We cannot enter into the spirit of the season without 
gladly recognising the fact that man, especially man in want, 
belongs to the brotherhood of which we are members, A call is 
made upon us by the ties of common relationship, no less than 
by the genius and precepts of the religion we profess, to dispense 
generously to such as lack them the superfluous means we may 
ourselves enjoy. The consciousness that we have put it within 
the reach of this or that poor family to have a “ merry Christ- 
mas” will enhance the pleasure of our own festivities, To 
diffuse gladness.is the surest way to increase gladness, We 
make that most our own which we sympathisingly distribute 
to meet the necessities of others—for it is a grand truth, proved 
by uniform experience, that “ it is more blessed to give than to 
receive.” “Remember the poor” is the practical exhortation 
of our festal day—an exhortation to which we should give the 
more earnest heed because, as the old song has it, “ Christmas 
eomes but once a year.”

FRANCE, 

The Emperor has decided that from January next, and by way of 
reciprocity, Englishmen coming to France shall be permitted to enter 
and travel through the country without passporés, 

The Emperor’s long-announced work—‘ The Life of Caesar ”—is

anuary. 

The Empress of the French arrived at Paris on Thursday se’nnighi, 
accompanied by the Emperor, who went as far as Amiens to meet her: 
The health of her Majesty, so much shaken by the loss of her sister, 
is now much more satisfactory. 

On the Ist of January next the Emperor will receive the diplomatic

It was further stated that the French Emperor has intimated 
to the King of Naples that if at the expiration of the fifteen days he 
should persist in his useless defence, the French fleet would withdraw 
from Gaeta and leave him to his fate. For three days, it appears, 
hostilities were suspended. Later advices, however, state that the 
bombardment of Gaeta would recommence, in consequence of the 
refusal of Francis II, to accept the conditions proposed to him, The 
King has issued a manifesto, calling upon the Neapolitans to support 
him, He promises an amnesty, and distinct Parliaments for the Two 
Sicilies ; and intimates that, even if at present defeated, he will still 
retain the hope of returning to his dominions,

UNITED STATES. 

The second Session of the thirty-sixth Congress commenced at 
Washington on the 4th inst., when President Buchanan delivered his 
annual Message, of which we give a summary in another column. 
After the reading of the President’s M the following amendment 
was moved and carried in the House of Representatives :—‘‘ That so 
much of the Message as related to the perilous condition of the 
country be referred to a select committee, composed of one member 
from each State.” 

In the Senate, after the reading of the Message* Mr. Clingman, of 
North Carolina, in moving its publication, opened the discussion — 
the disunion question, and expressed strong Secession views, Mr. 
Crittenden, of Kentucky, followed him ina strong Union speech, The 
Senate soon afterwards adjourned.

North and South,

AUSTRALIA,

PRESIDENT BUCHANAN’S MESSAGE. 


The following are the main features of President Buchanan’s annual message 
to the United States’ Cong The d t itself is a very long one, 
occupying nine columns of the New York journals :— 


“ Fellow-citizens of the Senate and House of Representatives,—Throughout 
the year, since our last meeting, the country has been eminently prosperous in. 
all its material interests. The general health has been excellent, our harvests 
have been abundant, and plenty smiles throughout the land. Our commerce- 
and manufactures have been prosecuted with energy and industry, and have 
yielded fair and ample returas, In short, no n: m in the tide of time has 
ever presented a spectacle of material cy we! than we have done 
until within a recent period. Why is it, then, that discontent now s> exten- 
sively prevails, and the union of the States, which is the source of all these 
rie Lacy is threatened with destruction ? The long-continued and intemperate 
interference of the northern people with the question of slavery in the 
southern States has at length produced its natural effects. The different 
sections of the Union are now arrayed against each other, and the 

e has arrived—so much dreaded by the father of his country — 
when hostile geographical parties have been formed. I have long 
foreseen and often Leowernsd my countrymen of the now impending 
danger. The incessant and violent agitation of the slavery question through- 
out the north during the last quarter of a century has at length produced its 
malign influence on the slaves, and inspired them with vague notions of 
freedom. Hence a sense of security no longer exists around the family altar. 
This —~ peace at home has given place to apprehensions of servile insur- 
rections. any a matron throughout the south retires at night in dread of 
what may befal herself and her children before the morning. Should this 
apprehension of domestic danger, whether real or imaginary, extend and 
intensify itself until it shall pervade the masses of the southera people, then 
disunion will become inevitable. How easy would it be for the American 
people to settle the slavery question for ever, and restore peace and harmony to 
this distressed country. They, and they only, can do it. All that is necessary to 
secomplish the object, and all for which the Slave States ever conzendel, is to 
be let alone and permitted to manage their domestic institutions in their own 
way. As sovereign States, they and they only are responsible before God and the 
world forthe slavery existing among them. For this the people of the north are 
no more responsible, and have no more right to interfere, than with similar 
institutions in Russia or in Brazil. Upon their good sense and patriotic 
forbearance I confess I still greatly rely. Without their aid it is beyond the 
power of any President, no matter what may be his own political views, te 
restore peace and harmony among them. Wisely limited and restrained as to 





his power under our constitution and laws, he alone can accomplish but little 
for good or for evil on such a momentous question ; and this brings me to 
observe that the election of any one of our fellow- citizens to the office of 
President does not of itself afford just cause for dissolving the Union, The 
election of a President of the United States, in a constitutional manner, cannot 
of itself justify or revolution. The Constitatuen does not contem- 
plate the act of separation or disunion, and therefore there can be no legal and 
constitutional secession of any State from the Union. The Personal Liberty 
Acts of several Northern States are in direct conflict with the Constitution 
of the United States, and ought to be repealed. If continued upon 
statute-books of the Northern States, after the public attention has been 
directed to the subject, the injured States will be justified in revolution. The 
President has no power except to see that the laws are executed, and for this 
purpose certain facilities are given him, He cannot maintain the judiciary 
iz a State like South Carolina, where federal officers reign. But he has power 
over the collections of customs, and over the public property of the United 
States located within the several States, and to protect these the Government 
forces will act strictly on the defensive. Congress possesses no power to make 
war upon a State to compel such State to remain in the Union; and if force 
could be used for such purpose, a continuance of the government in its spirit 
and unity could not thus be maintained. To restore tranquillity, and furnish 
to all the States a guarantee for the enjoyment of their rights, as contem- 
plated under our system, certain amendments to the Federal Constitution 
are necessary, and may be proposed by Congress, and ratified by the States, or 
through the medium of a convention called on the application of the States. 
Unlawful military expeditions have been countenanced by many of our 
citizens, and were suffered, in defiance of the Government, to escape from our 
shores, for the pu rpose of making war upon the unoffending people of neigh- 
bouring Republics with whom we were at peace. In addition to these and 
other difficulties we experienced a revulsion in monetary affairs soon after m. 
advent to power of unexanipled severity, ind of ruinous conse quences to alt 
the great interests of the country. When we take a retrespect of what was 
then our condition, and contrast’ this with its material prosperity at *.e time 
of the late presidential election, we have abundant reason to return o.. grate- 
ful thanks to that merciful Providence which has never forsaken us as a 
nation in all our past trials. 

“ Our relations with Great Britain are of the most friendly character. Since 
the commencement of my administration the two dangerous questions arising 
from the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, and from the right of search carried by the 
British Government, have been ly and ee a The 
discordant constructions of the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty ween the two 
Governments, which at different periods of the discussion bore a threatening 
aspect, have resulted in a final settlement entirely satisfactory to the Govern- 
ment. It must be a source of sincere satisfaction to all classes of our fellow- 
citizens, and especially to those engaged in foreign commerce, that the claim 
on the part of Great Britain forcibly to take and search American mer- 
chant vessels on the high seas in time of has been abandoned. This 
was by far the most dangerous question to the peace of the two countries 
which has existed since the war of 1812. Whilst it remained 
open, they might at any moment have been precipitated into 
awar. The only question of any imporfnce still remaining open is the 
disputed title between the two Governments to the island of San Juan in the 
vicinity of Washington territory. As this question is still under negotiation, 
it is not deemed advisable at the present moment to make any other allusion 
to the subject. The recent visit of the Prince of Wales in a private character 
to the people of this countrv has proved to be a most auspicious event. In its 
consequences it cannot fail to increase the kindred and kindly feelings which, 
I trust, may ever actuate the Governments and people of both countries in. 
their political and social intercourse with each other. 

“ With France, our ancient and venerable ally, our relations continue to be 
of the most friendly character. 

* Our relations with the great empire of Russia are all that we could desire. 

“ Our relations with Spaim are now of a more complicated, though less 
dangerous, character than they have been for many _— Our citizens have 
long held, and continue to hold, numerous claims against the Spanish Govern- 
ment. These have been ably urged fora series of years by our successive 
diplomatic representatives at Madrid, but without bringing redress. It is 
more than probable that the final adjustment of these claims will devolve upon 
my successor. I reiterate the recommendation contained in my annual mes- 
sage of December, 1858fand repeated in that of December, 1859, in favour of 
the acquisition of Cuba from Spain by fair purchase, I firmly beli¢ve that 
such an acquisition would contribute essentially to the well-being and 
prosperity of both countries in all future time, as well as prove the certain 
means of immediately abolishing the African slave trade throughout the 
world. I would not repeat this recommendation upon the present occasion if 
I believed that the transfer of Caba to the United, States, upon conditions 
highly favourable to Spain, could justly tarnish the national honour of the 
proud and ancient Spanish monarchy. 

“With the Emperor of Austria and the remaining Continental Powers, 
including that of the Sultan, our relations continue to be ef the most satis- 
factory character. 

“ The friendly and peaceful Reltey pursued by the Goverament of the United 
States towards the empire of China has produced the most satisfactory results. 
The treaty of Tien -Tsin of the 18th of June, 1858, has been faithfully observed 
by the Chinese a uthorities. 

“ Our relations with Mexico still remain in a most unsatisfactory condition.” 

The financial condition of the country is briefly discussed, The President 
refers to the of ret h t tained in his first annual message, 
and shows that it has been redeemed by a considerable reiuction in the annual 
expenditure during the last two years. 

“ It is with great satisfaction I communicate the fact that since the date of 
my last annual message not a single slave has been imported into the United 
States in violation of the laws prohibiting the African slave trade.”

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CHINA.—CONCLUSION OF THE WAR. 

Intelligence was received at the Foreign Office last Saturday afternoon 
throngh St. Petersburg from Pekin, up to the 9th of November, 
stating that peace was concluded on the 26th of October, and the rati- 
fications exchanged. On the 5th of November the allied forces 
evacuated Pekin, and the Emperor was expected immediately to return 
to his capital, This intelligence was communicated by the Rassian 
Government to Sir John Crampton at St. Petersburg, and by him 
transmitted to the Foreign Office. 

Asimilar notice appeared in Sunday's Moniteur :—“ The Ambassador 
of the Emperor at St. Petersburg announces, by a telegraphic despatch 
dated to-day (16th), that the Russian Government has received intel- 
ligence that Baron Gros and Lord Elgin entered Pekin on the 22ad 
of October, and that peace was signed on the 26th, The ratifications 
were exchanged on the same day. The Emperor of China, who on 
leaving for Mantchouria had given his brother, Prince Kung, the n023- 
sary power to conclude this treaty, was preparing to return to h’'s 
capital, which the allied forces had begun to evacuate.” 

A telegram was received at the Foreign Office on Tuesday from 
cur Minister at St. Petersburg to the effect that the Russian Govern- 
ment have received no news concerning the fate of our missiag country- 
men, Messrs, Bowlby and Brabazon.

The Daily News correspondent writes from the “ Camp before Pekin, 
October 13,” as follows — ’ : 

“ The Chinese authorities in Pekin appearing disposed to temporise 
and toendeavour to evade the demand of the allied Commanders that one 
gate of the city should be occupied by our troops, batteries were coa- 
structed behind a brick wall, affording excellent cover at a distance of 
190 yards from the north wall of the city. Last evening those belong- 
ing to the English were armed with four 68-pounder guns ani three 
8-inch mortars, and the Clfinese were informed that unless the gate 
was thrown open at noon to-day the guns would open fire. They 
had offered no resistance to our works while being constructed, ari 
evidently had neither means nor desire to prolong the conflict. 
Accordingly they signified this morning their acquiescence, ani at 
twelve o'clock the gate was opened to us and occupied by detach- 
ments of the 67th Foot and 8th Punjaub Infantry. Our sontries 
are now upon the walls, and the English and French flags are 
flying over the gateway. It is anticipated that all difficulties 
are now at anend, Pekin is at our mercy, and the ratifications will 
probably te exchanged and the army be on its way back to Tien-Tsin in 
ten days. The greater part of the force will winter in Tien-Tsin. It 
is not intended that the troops should enter the town beyond the gates; 
indeed, it is believed that such a proceeding would cause a universal 
tumult, of which the mob would take advantage to pillage the Ciinese 
city. Nine more prisoners—viz., eight sowars of Fane's Horse and 
one French soldier, were brought in and given up yesterday. ‘They are 
the remains of a party of fifteen who were sent together from Pekin 
to a fort in the hills thirty or forty miles distant. There they were 
divided into two parties, one consisting of Lieutenant Anerson, of 
Fane’s Horse, Mr. De Norman, and five sowars, the other of three 
Frenchmen and five sowars. Of the first y; poor Anerson, D2 
Norman, and one sowar died; and of the second, two French- 
men and one sowar. They were very badly treated, and 
there is no doubt their deaths were caused by the cruelty of 
their keepers. They were loaded with chains and scantiiy fed. Nothing 
has yet been learnt of Captain Brabazon and Mr. Bowlby. The latter 
was not with this party atall; the former was with it at first, but was 
sent back from Pekin in company with a Frenchman to take some 
message to the allied Comm so at least the sowar who gives a 
statement of what occurred states, It appears that they made no re- 
sistance when taken prisoners on the 18th of September, Lieutenant 
Anderson, who commanded the escort, thinking if they did so they 
might compromise Messrs. Parkes and Loch, who, you will remember, 
left them in search of San-ko-lin-sin; they therefore gave up their 
arms quietly, and for two days were allowed to retain their horses, and 
were treated with kindness, They were taken to Pekin, and then to 
the Emperor's summer palace ; there their horses were taken from them, 
and their sufferings 

“The sale of articles taken from the summer palace for the prize 
commission terminated this morning : £8000 were realised—a large 
sam considering the small number of articles sold. The fur coats, em- 
broidery, jade-stone ornaments, and Chinese ore brought 
very hi h prices. The whole sum to be divided is insignificant, being 
somew. about £30,000, The weather continues fine, but the morn- 
ings are Griting very cold, The view of the mountains to the north- 
west of in is very beautiful, especially in the evening, when the 
sun sets behind them and shows the outline in strong relief against the 


glowing sky.” 


“ Tt is stated positively” says the Patrie, “that despatches received 
from St. Petersburg announce that General Igaatchef, the Russian 
Ambassadoy at Pekin, was in that city during the negotiations which 
preceded the signature of the treaty uf peace, and that he kept up the 
most friendly relations with the French and English Ambassadors. [ft 
is also that the evacuation of Pekin would take place by the 
Tien-Tsin road. The allied squadron was waiting at Pecheli for the 
return of the troops; but the Admirals, by way of precaution, hai sent 
back the gun-boats to ghai, as they were not able to support the 
navigation of the Yellow Sea during the month of November. The 
English journals have stated that the allies are to leave a body of 5900 
men at -Tsin, The last stipulations on this subject are not kaown, 
but there is nothing in the previous advices to lead to the idea that a 
measure of that kind would be adopted, and the utilit y of which is not 
apparent if all the other clauses of the treaty be imme-liately executed.” 

LOOTING THE EMPEROR'S SUMMER PALACE, 

A correspondent of the China /Terald writes as follows from the camp 
before Pekin :— 

The Summer Palace is about five miles, by ‘a cirenitous road north-west of 
this camp, outside the earthwork. No pen can describe correctly the scene 
that has taken place there within the last two days. Indiscriminate loot has 
heen allowed. The public reception-hall, the State and private bedrooms, 
antc-rooms, bourloirs, and every other apartment, has been ransacked ; articles 
of virth, of native and foreign ye taken, or broken if too large 
to be carried away ; ornamental lattice-work, screons, jade-stone ornaments, 
jare, clocks, watches, and other pieces of mechanism, curtains and fur- 
nitnre — none have escaped destruction, There were extensive wanl- 
robes of every article of dress; coats richly embroidered in silk and 
gold thread, in the Imperial dragon pattern; boots, head-~drosses, 
fans, &c.—in fact, rooms all but filled with them. Storerooms of mannu- 
factured silk in rolls, such as may be bought in Canton at 20 dols, to 
20 dols. a piece. By a calculation made in the rooms, there must have boen 
70,000 or $0,000 pieces. Hundreds were thrown down and trampled on, and 
the floor covered thickly with them, men were throwing them at each other, 
and all taking as many as they could carry. They were used instead of rope 
to secure the loading of carts filled with them. Throughout the French 
camp were hundreds of picoes, some heaped up, others used to make 
tents, or beds and covertlic In one of the ante-rooms of the state bel- 
room at the Sammer Palace the Treaty of Tien-Tsin in English and 
Chincee, signed by Lord Elgin, was found, It hal been thrown 








on the ground by some one, and lay in the heap of broken articles, till the 
English paper evidently attracted the eye of the person who discovered it. A 
general order from the British Commander-in-Chief desired tiat all articles 
taken by officers and men were to be sent in forsale by public auction for the 
benefit of the army, which was done, All were permitted to have the articles 
they had brought away for themselves valued, and have the option of taki 
or rejecting them. . Many beautiful curios and souvenirs were thus obtain 
at a nominal price. The sale realised 32,000 dollars, which, with the value 
of the treasure, estimated at 61,000 dollars, is to be divided as prize-money 
on the spot.

The French entered, with only two casualties—two officers being wounded 
the eunuchs of the palace. following day, no signs of the French being 
ible, the English fired twenty-one guns to attract attention ; and later in 
morning the Commander-in-Chief learned where they were.

THE ENGLISH PRISONERS, 

Two letters fromthe British head-quarters before Pekin have ben 
received, containing an account of the treatment experienced by Messrs. 
Parkes and Loch, the two prisoners who have been returned by the 
Chinese. We make the following extracts :— 


On entering Pekin they were taken direct to the Hain-Poo, or board of 
prison of the town, and placed in a small court, 
interval, Parkes was called into a room in which 
were some examining asked a few unimportant questions, ani then 
loaded with a heavy set of and removed to one of the wards in which 
criminals of every descri) m were confined, there being no less than seventy- 
two in that in which he now found himself. Loch was next summonel, 
treated in lye y A same way, and placed in a ward apart from Parxes, in 
which were fifty: wretched pm Lome, who hailed his entrance with the most 
horrible shouts and yells it was possible to conceive ; the poor Sikh was, like 
the others, heavily chained and imprisoned in a separate ward. At mid- 
night Parkes was roused up for ther examination, and taken before five 
officers, who questioned him most closely respecting the strength of the 
English and French armies, made most particular inquiries as to whether 
the English Government, or at all events he himself, had not many 
friends inside Pekin, and whether he had not frequently managei t» 
pay visits to the capital, and penetrate within its walls. After completely 
wearying him out he was allowed to return to his wretched prison ani 
get a little rest. For three successive days were these useless and annoying 
examinations continued, in the course of which he occasionally met with 
a good deal of rough usage and every description of insult, Loch had to 
undergo but one of them, they having probably satisfied themselves at that 
one that he did not know their language. On the third day Parkes was put 
into a small ward by himself, separated by bars from the larger one, about 
eight feet square, with three gaolers in it constantly watching him. On the 
fourth day he received a visit from Hang-ke, who said he had come to coniole 
with him on his unfortunate position, which, however, he endeavoured to 
prove was entirely of his own bringing about. After some civil spzeches he 
left, promising to see him again. This was on the 22nd, and on the 26th he 
paid him a second visit, on which occasion he assumed a bullying 
tone, and talked very big, saying that the Great Council hai decidei 
in favour of war; conducting himself altogether in such a manner 
that Parkes at once saw that he was in hopes of intimidating him, 
probably with a view of obtaining his assistance in som? matter connected 
with the negotiations, He gave him no encouragement, however, and Hang-ke 
left him without giving him any intimation of what he really wantei. Two 
days afterwards he came again spoke in a very different tone. The Prince 
of Kung, he said, was most anxious to make peace, as well as friendly-inclined 
towards Parkes; he was extremely desirous that he should write a letter to 
Lord Elgin to this effect, and let him know at the same tim: that he wa: well, 
happy, and well treated. He further suggested that if he were to say in his 
letter that the Prince was an excellent man of business and an enlightenei 
statesman it would be agreeable to his feelings and possibly the means of 
improving his (Parkes) present position. kes told him, that not having 
the pleasure of knowing the Prince it was, unfortunately, impossible for him 
to say that he was what Hang-ke represented him to be, though he had no 
doubt it was perfectly true; and that, as regarded himself, as he was neither 
happy nor well treated, he should certainly not say that he was either the one 
or the other. To this Hang-ke replied that the Prince had only just heard how 
he had been treated, and immetiately resolved to have his chains removed, 
which should be done without loss of time. Parkes said this was not enough ; 
the best and wisest course for the Prince to pursue would be, as they had be2n 
imprisoned wrongfully, to set himself and Loch at liberty at once; but if he 
would not do this he ought to take them out of prison ani let them have 
proper accommodation. Hang-ke undertook that this should be done as 
regarded himself; but that Loch should also be liberated, impossible ; it was 
useless to think of it. Parkes then said that as they hai been taken together, 
so they must be liberated together, or no letter to Lord Elgin would they get 
out of him. Hang-ke, as he expected, said he would see what could be done, 
and the next day, to Loch’s great surprise and still greater joy, Parkes, without 
his chains, and accompanied by Hang-ke, walked into his ward; his own 
chains were immediately taken off, and they were removel to the Kaoumean 
Temple, situate in the north of the city, where they remained until the day on 
which they were finally set at liberty, being treated during this latter period 
< their imprisonment as well in every respect as they had been badly in the 

lormer. 





The Minister of Finance in South Italy has obtained permission 
to contract a loan of twenty-five millions for commencing pablic works.

A new pamphlet on Hungary, entitled “ La Hongrie en face 
de l'Autriche,” has just appeared. The author, M. Horn, shows, from the laws 
of Hungary and from history, that Hungary cannot accept less than th? re- 
establishment of her legal condition as it existed in 1548 


A Madrid paper asserts that 30,000 tracts and other works, 
defending Protestant doctrines, had been printed at London in the Spanish 
language, and that sixty smugglers had undertaken to introduce them into 
Spain. 

The British barque Washington, of Shields, homeward bound 
from Odessa, with wheat, foundered on the 10th instant. The ship's papers 
only were saved. The master and crew were taken on board the Pera, and 
landed at Gibraltar. 


From Cuba we have the old story of the African slave trade 
carried on openly, and in defiance of law. The Havanna correspondent of tho 
New York Times writes, that he is “ in possession of proof that from 6))0 to 
8000 Bozales have been landed at various points on both sides of the island 
within the last eight or ten days.” 

GALE AT NAPLES.—ENGLISH PLUCK.—For the last few days 
a storm has been raging, such as has not been remembered for several years. 
It began on Saturday night, when it blew a hurricane from the south-east, 
which continued all Sunday. Towards the afternoon, the wind chopped round 
to the south-west, and blew strong all night and the following day. In the 
offing were anchored the Hannibal, Renown, the Queen, the Prony, and the 
Victor Emmanuel. Our leviathans pitched so heavily that at times their 
figure-heads were nearly under water, and as — volled from side to side we 
could almost see their keels. All of the vessels were obliged to get up their 
steam in order to break the strain upon the cables, and at one time on Sunday 
night the Prony and the Tannibal were near running foul of ene another. A 
French man-of-war's boat was upset during Sunday, and wrecked near tho 
Castello Carmine. Another French boat, going to save it, was upset, and the 
men carried over the breakwater, where they were in danger of their lives. 
There was a large crowd looking on. gesticulatihg and screaming “ Alla 
Napolitani,” when five English soldiers rashod suddenly out of the crow.l, ant, 
dashing into the sea, succeeded in saving several of the Frenchmon,. In doing 
this they were much bruised, and their clothes were torn to pieces, Some of 
the Piedmontese Bersaglieri present reported the occurrence to the Com- 
mandant, who ordered dry clothes to be given to thom, an’ sent in their namos 
to the King, who presented them each with the modal of valour. Let the fall 
merit of the act be given to our men. Since they have been here they have 
never shown want of pluck, and if they had been well officered, in spite of 
follies and errors, and of the mixture of a number of undoubted blackguards, 
they would have done themselves and their country honour,—Zefler from 
Naples.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of the Right Rev. Henry Pepys, D.D., Lord Bishop of Worcester, 
of Hartlebury Castle, Stourport, Worcestershire, and Grosvenor-place, London, 
was proved in her Majesty's Court of Probate on the 14th inst. This aged 
Prelate, who attained to the lengthened period of seventy-eight years, died at 
his palace at Worcester on the 13th of November last, having made his will in 
1852, to which are appended two codicils, bearing date respectively 1854 and 
1859. The executors appointed are the Bishop's two sons, Philip Henry Pepys, 
Esq., Chancellor of the diocese of Worcester, and the Rev. Herbert George 
Pepys, M.A., Vicar of Grimley, Worcestershire : the former gentleman has 
alone taken the grant. The personal property was sworn under £0,0), 
which amount, from the Bishop's own statement, appears to be made up of 
various kinds of securities—namely, mortgages, Grand Junction Canal shares, 
railway shares, policies, and shares in insurance companies, &c. This property. 
together with all other assets, the Ven. Prelate has left entirely to his retict ani 
sons and daughters ; in fact, it is simply a family will, and contains no other be- 
quests whatever. 

The will of the Hon. Sir Henry Davison, Knight, late Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court at Madras, who died at Ootacamund, in the East Indies, on the 
4th of November last, was administered to in the London Court of Probate, on 
the 15th instant, by James Clay, Esq., M.P., the executor according to the 
tenor. The will is entirely in Sir Henry’s own handwriting, and in term: so 
precise and peculiar that we at once give its entire contents :—‘‘ Bombay, 30th 
of June, 1858. I hereby bequeath all my property to my friend, James Olay, 
Esq., M.P. for Hull, in trust to pay my debts, and apply any surplus in such 
manner as he may think best jfor the benefit of my daughter Emily, now at 
Mdme. Tellenloch’s school at Kensington.” Witnesses, Edward Yardley, 
barrister of Bombay, and Henry Gamble, clerk to Sir Henry. 

The will of Walter Coulson, Esq., Q.C., late Parliamentary Draughtsman 
and Counsel to the Home Office, which bears date the Ist of September last, 
was proved in the London Court of Probate, on the 14th of the present month, 
by two of the executors—namely, Arthur John Wood, Esq., of the Inner 
Temple, barrister, and William Coulson, Esq., of Chester-terrace, Regent's 
Park, and of Kenegie, Cornwall, the brother of the testator. The personal 

roperty was sworn under £12,000. His real estates, situate in the counties of 

Xent and Norfolk, he has devised tohis brother and his two nephews: the 
latter were also nominated executors.

THE NEAPOLITAN P1zzA, — “ The wane y {” I hear your 
readers exclaim ; “ what do yon mean by the pi ?” Well, the pizza is 
a favourite Neapolitan delicacy, which is only made and eaten between sunset 
and two and three in the morning, and it must be in five minutes in 
the oven ; at the very moment when it is ordered it is pulled out of the oven 
and served up piping hot, otherwise it is not worth a grano. The pizza baker 
takes a ball of dough, kneads it, and spreads it out with the palm of his han4, 
giving it about half the thickness of a muffin, then pours over it mozzerella, 
which is nothing more than rich cream, beaten almost like a cream cheese ; 
then he adds grated cheese, herbs, and tomato, puts the cake—which, made 
after this fashion, is termed the pizza—just for five minutes into the oven, and 
serves it up as hot as possible. The c and the cream are, of course, all 
melted, unite with the herbs and the tomato. The outside crust 
must, in the case of a perfect pizza, —_— acertain orthodox crispness. 
Now, at this season of the year, t is no rson, high or lw, 
from the first Neapolitan Duke to the lowest lazzaroni, with whom 
it is not a primary article of faith to eat pizza. The pizza cake 
is your only social leveller, for in the pizza shops rich and poor 
harmoniously congregate; they are the only places where the members 
of the Neapolitan aristocracy—far haughtier than those of any other 
part of Italy—may be seen masticating their favourite delicacy side by side 
with their own coachmen, and valets, and barbers. The pizza shops are abou 

the filthiest in Naples, and whoever knows Naples will admit that that is

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THE decree of the Emperor of the French by which the passport 
system all over his dominions is abolished in favour of the 
subjects of her Britannic Majesty, although it may, in some 
degree, take the English public by surprise, seems to us to be a 
judicious, if not a necessary, sequence to the arrangements 
under the commercial treaty. No doubt, the removal of that 
which. was an obstruction, and to the roving inhabitants of 
these islands therefore a nuisance, will be very sensibly felt and 
acknowledged by mere travellers, using that term in its more 
pleasurable meaning. But, if there be anything in the intent 
and object of the convention by which the Emperor has 
invited, as far as even his power enabled him, a more 
frequent and regular commercial intercourse between France 
and England, the displacing of a restriction on the movements 
of persons moving about the former country on matters of pure 
business must prove an incalculable advantaze, and tend 
materially to facilitate personal interchange. In the trade 
operations which, we trust and believe, are about to ensue 
between the mercantile sections of both populations there will 
now be no difference in regard to locomotion in France and 
that which prevails in England. Until now, supposing that a 
matter of trade between a house in London and one at Lyons 
required the presence of an agent of the English merchant, and 
the person selected had not a passport by him, it would require, 
perhaps, two or three days to procure one, an interval which 
might, perhaps, tend to neutralise the effect of the trans- 
action, Henceforward, in any case of this kind, the 
English trader will have nothing more to do than 
to put himself forthwith into arailway carriage just as he would 
do if he were about to start for Manchester, and quietly pro- 
ceed to his destination in France without let or hindrance. 
Again ; we have in England a system of commercial travelling, 
technically so called, which will probably be extended to France, 
and the absence of any necessity for a passport will tell very 
materially on the facility for coming and going, and the rapidity 
of movement, which is essentially a part of the machinery of the 
commercial locomotion to which we allude. Then, although it 
may be considered a small matter, the question of expense in 
reference to a passport is not to be thrown out of consideration. 
The sum expended in this respect may be small in itself, but it 
represents a species of tax on commercial intercommunication 
between the two countries, and its abolition is another recog- 
nition of the principles of free trade. Of one thing there 
can be no doubt—that, in all things great and small, the 
policy of the Emperor of the French is directed towards the 
interlacing and interweaving of the interests of his country 
and our own, Every link, however minute, in that chain 
of ccmmon feeling and intimate connection is of service to- 
wards the ultimate attainment of such a state of things as will 
render hostility between us and our nearest neighbours as nearly 
impossible as is compatible with the existence of human 
passion ; for it will be only by an impulse of passionate and 
unreasoning folly, if all goes as we believe and expect, that 
on either side of the Channel cause can be given or accepted 
for animcsity, with its consequent action. It will be strange, 
too, if the pecple of France do not recognise in the course now 
pursued by the Emperor in reference to the internal government 
of bis people the influence of that feeling which dictates his 
policy towards England; for his conduct in both respects must 
originate in ore idea of what is wise as well as just. Free trade

a forerunner of the dissipation of the other, in 





obedience to a harmonious law which is founded upon truth and 
justice. As we have indicated, we are confidently persuade 
that the abolition of passports is part of a great scheme of libe- 
rality which all things tend to.show is at work in the mind of 
the Emperor. But, be that as it may, this at least is certain— 
that his recent decree is a personal compliment to the British 
nation, and, in its fullest sense and meaning, will be so accepted 
by this country. 

While the Cabinet was in council upon the subject of the 
important news from China, and was probably discussing tie 
best mode in which Lord Elgin could be maintained in 
the difficult position in which he had been placed by the 
cowardly flight of the Tartar Court from the capital it had 
exposed to an enemy, news arrived, by way of St. Petersburg, 
that the problem had received an extraordinary solution. The 
telegram announced that peace had been made, that the ratitica- 
tions had been exchanged, that the Emperor Hien-fung (whose 
flight was euphemistically described as a hunting expedition) 
would return to Pekin, and that the Anglo-French forces would 
evacuate the city, For reasons, the weight of which is not very 
evident, the French have seen fit to discredit this news, and 
the London organ of the Tuileries endeavours to prove that 
it is unfounded; but it is accepted by our own Govern- 
ment, and will be acted upon. We may therefore assume 
that Christmas beholds us at peace with the only enemy 
we had, We must await details; but, from the energetic 
conduct which Lord Elgin has displayed since he was 
roused to indignation by the treachery of the Tartars, 
we may be allowed to believe that he and Baron Gros 
have made terms which will be satisfactory to all moderate 
persons, An enormous demand will, of course, have been made 
upon China for reimbursement of the expenses of a war forced 
upon us by the violation of a treaty. What atonement can be 
made for the brutal treatment of all the English prisoners, the 
murder of two, and the probable murder of two more (St. 
Petersburg has no information upon this point), it is hard to say ; 
but, inasmuch as by Mr, Parkes’s evidence it is clear that the 
Tartar General, San-ko-lin-sin, was not only aware of tke 
outrages, but sanctioned some of them by his presence, it would 
not be too much to demand that the fate of Haman should b> 
his, in token that, though England has no hatred for a brave 
enemy, a cowardly torturer can expect no mercy at her 
bands, As commerce will place the lives of many thousands 
of English subjects within the power of the Chinese 
it is most necessary that they should be taught that we never 
permit innocent blood to be shed unavenged, We are glad to 
perceive that something like justice was done to our soldiery as 
regards the spoil taken, The French plundered right and left, 
in accord with the Napoleonic theory that “war should main- 
tain war ;” but, although we have no desire to see that maxim 
adopted as a rule by England, it would be both impolitic and 
Quixotic to deny men who risk their lives and limbs for their 
country some increase of gain when a grand or important deed 
has been done. The events recorded in Lord Elgin’s lateat 
despatches confirm the view of those who, from knowledge of 
the Oriental nature, declare that the first and most humane 
thing to be done, when we are forced into conflict in the Eaat, 
is to show that we are, and will be, masters, The rest is thea 
easy, but concession is ruin. 

President Buchanan's Message has been transmitted, and it 
will be read with unusual interest. As matter of mere com- 
position it is inferior to the carefully-written State papers which 
have preceded it from the White House. But its importance 
lies in the difficulty of the situation of the United States in 
consequence of the election of the anti-slavery President, Mr. 
Lincoln. It was not for Mr. Buchanan to cast oil on flame, and 
he must not, we submit, be too severely judged if it be thought 
that the address is of an ambidextrous character. He begins 
by condemning the agitation of the North, which he says has 
given the negroes a vague idea of liberty, and has thereby 
caused a sense of insecurity around the “domestic altar" in 
the South. But he does not think that Mr, Lincoln ought to 
be judged by anticipation, especially as the American Executive 
is never very powerful, and in the presentcase is rendered still less 
so by hostile majorities in both branches of the Legislature and 
adverse opinions in the highest legal tribunal, On the other hand, 
he denies the right of any State to secede, of its own will, from 
the Union, though he seems to discourage the idea that, if 
such secession took place, the Union could properly do 
what the United Kingdom would assuredly do if Ireland 
declared itself independent—namely, send over an armed 
force to correct such notions of the Constitution. Some 
platitudes about the right of every citizen, in certain cases, to 
resort to arms as a protection against tyranny, have probably 
been thrown in as bonbons for Southern orators ; and, in short, 
though the new Message may have its defects as a logical or 
literary production, it seems to us, after careful perusal, to be 
a judicicus document, intended to keep both sides quiet until 
agitation shall have ‘calmed down. Let us add that there is a 
graceful reference to the visit of the Prince of Wales, an event 
which Mr. Buchanan considers as calculated to increase the 
good feeling between the Republic and our country. 

Proclamation is made for the assembling of Parliament for 
business on the 5thof February—about the usual date, Whether 
a Reform Bill is or is not to be presented there seems much 
doubt. Mr. Gilpin, who holds a subordirate office in the 
Ministry, bas intimated his belief that there will be such a bill 
preduced, though he is very emphatic in assuring the public that 
his colleagues have told him nothing, and that he speaks only as 
a member of Parliament. On the other hand, a usually woll- 
informed Conservative organ states itself to be in possession of 
the fact, learned from the enemy’s camp, that there is to be no 
Reform Bill, and that measures of law amendment will be the 
principal work of the Session, A violent speech by Mr. White, 
the member for Brighton, will probably displease even the most 
advanced Liberals, He made, at Plymouth, a fierce attack upon 
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the Court, which he described as hostile to reform ; and, though 
he introduced a sort of saving clause in reference to the most 
illustrious person in the realm, he, with singularly bad taste, as- 
sailed the Prince Consort, and declared that to approach the 


» Court it is but necessary to crawl upon the ground, Language 


like this is as coarse as the statement is untrue, Lord 
Stanley has attended a meeting upon the subject of capital 
punishment, and has signified his dissent from the views of those 
who would abolish it, We are not aware that any other orator 
of importance has interrupted the national preparations for the 
great holiday by imparting his political sentiments, 

Probably Lord Palmerston’s selection of a new Bishop will 
give satisfaction to a larger number of persons than any of the 
late appointments with which the Earl of Shaftesbury is credited. 
The Bishop of Worcester is Dr, Phillpott, who has held University 
office with much satisfaction to those over whom he has borne 
sway, who is a distinguished scholar, and whose views are under- 
stood to be those of the Broad Church—that is to say, are 
moderate and practical. 

Gaeta has not yet surrendered, and the ex-King continues his 
rebellion against the Government of Italy, The advice of the 
Powers that he should abandon a useless defence appears to 
lave been received with the same contempt which rewarded 
their interference when his throvie might have been saved, and 
we presume that all future arguments must be addressed to him 
through the eloquent mouths of battering cannon, It would 
have been pleasant to record that the war had ceased, and that 
the Italians had been permitted to solemnise Christmas as the 
first religious festival of an entirely freed nation, It may yet 
happen,

attendance accordingly, at Westminster, on the said Tuesday, the 5th day of 
February next.—Given at our Court at Windsor, this December 17, in the year 
of our Lord, 1860, and im the 24th year of our reign.—GOD SAVE THE QUEEN.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS.—Last week the births of 1052 boys and 
918 girls—in all 1970 children—were registered in London.

The 
Lendon returns of deaths for the two weeks of December exhibit a decrease 
on that for the last week of November. In three successive weeks the 
numbers were 1275, 1240, and (last week) 1208, The average number cf 
deaths, as cerived from returns of weeks corresponding with last week, in 
the ten years 1820-9, and corrected for increase of population, is 1371. The 
present return is therefore less than the result obtained by calculation by 163, 


LAW AND Po.LicE.—Of the eighty prisoners on the calendar 
of the Middlesex Sessions, opened on Monday, at Westminster, sixty-six stood 
cher ged with my and the remaining fourteen with misdemeanour. A boy, 
named William Giles, aged seventeen, lately in the service of Mr. Henderson, 
jeweller, pk add guilty to a charge of stealing 49 watches, 157 guard-chains, 

5 earrings, 2 diamond crosses, 480 gold rings, 204 brooches, 30 bracelets, 50 
lockets, 300 studs, 200 seals and charms, 189 breast-pins, a sum of money, and 
other articles. The prisoner was sentenced to two years’ hard labour. One 
boy, tried for an ordinary theft, was stated to be one of a family of thirty-two 
children. Four guardsmen—Sidney Mann, William Smith, James Hall, and 
Michael M‘Grath—were charged with being engaged in an alarming riot at 
Knightsbridge. M‘Grath was acquitted. Hall and Smith received sentence 
of twelve months’ hard labour each, and Mann eighteen months. A ruffian 
named George Thompson, who had been captured by a policoman with a 
quantity of burglar’s implements in his possession, after a desperate struggle, 
in which he held a loaded pistel to the officer's head, was sentenced to two 
jears’ hard labour, The policeman, Joseph Williams, was highly commended 
ior his heroic conduct by the Judge, who regretted his inability to award him 
any pecuniary acknowkdgment.——On Tuesday George Davis was convicted 
of highway robbery, and sentenced to three years’ penal servitude. George 
Cowan was sentenced to three years’ penal servitude, and Moss Lyons to six 
months hard labour, for stealing a watch from a person in the street. In the 
Second Court, William Price, a thief-trainer, was sentenced to six years’ penal 
servitude for robbing a carrier's cart, 

‘The December Sessions of the Central Criminal Court were opened on Monday 
by the Lord Mayor. The calendar [presented a list of 42 prisoners for trial, 
but the principal of the offences were of a trivial nature. Robert Ernest 
Graham, convicted last session of stealing watches, was brought up and sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. A young married woman, named Jane 
Hannah Haynes, wife of a solicitor, was charged with throwing sulphuric acid 
in the face of her busband with intent toinjure him. She was found guilty, 
but sentence was respited, in the hope that an arrangement would be come 
to between the parties. In the New Court, George Catt was found guilty of 
bigamy. and sentenced to three months’ imprisonment.——On Taesday, 
George Huntington, who pleaded guilty last session to feloniously making 
away with property on purpose to defraud his creditors, was brought up and 
sentenced to three years penal servitude. The somewhat notorious Mrs. Archer 
was placed on her trial for bigamy, found guilty, and sent»nced to two months’ 
imprisonment with hard labour. This closed the business of the Court, all the

day evening, to celebrate the completion of its first year of truly Christian 
usefulness— William Roupel, Esq., M.P., filled the chair, and, with numerous 
clerical and lay speakers, ably adv: the claims of this society to a more 
extended support. The Chairman said :—“In the land of Milton, and in the 
age of Prescott, it need scarcely be said that many of the blind could do much 
to benefit themselves and others if neglect, isolation, and decay of mental 
powers were not permitted to exercise their baneful influence. Nor is it 
merely enough to teach the blind a trade, or to read embossed characters ; 
they require sympathy, and also mental instruction carefully adapted to their 
individual capacities and antecedents. The religious and secular missionary 
undertaking for the blind by this society, dedicated to our immortal Milton, is 
well calculated to supply these and other deficiencies. It was not only the 
first established on the Surrey side of the Thames, by a blind gentleman, Mr. 
Alexander Mitchell, but the only one based on sufficiently broad and liberal 
principles to meet the many and various wants of the blind, irrespective of 
age, sex, creed, condition, or locality.” It is stated that the receipts are quite 
inadequate to carry out this truly philanthropic missionary work.

At Bruges, a few days ago, three brothers, all of them born in 
the same year, presented themselves to the authorities to be inscribed as 
members of the National Guard; the two elder are twins, and the third was 
born eleven months after them. The young men are sons of a letter-carrier, 
who has six other children. 


The Persian army, according to intelligence received from 
Tehran, dated November 1, bas been nearly annihilated by an overwhelming 
Turcoman force. It is probable that the Persians, relying on their late great 
victory over the Turcomans, and supposing they were incapable of further 
resistance, were taken unawares, and hence the total discomfiture they 
experienced. 


A letter from Melbourne by the last mail mentions that a 
cake cf gold worth £9500, the produce of the crushing of only ten tons of 
quartz from a reef near Inglewood—a locality scarcely known twelve months 
ago—bad been sold to the Bank of New South Wales. This bank has also 
purchased at Sandhurst a cake weighing about 501 ounces, the produce of 
thirty-five tons of quartz ; and it is affirmed that the same reef will produce 
£50,000 a year for many years to come. 


UNITED STATES’ FINANCE,—The public debt, which, on the 
50th of June, 1858, amounted to 44,910,077 dollars, and on the 30th of 
June, 1859, to 58,754,699, on the 30th of June, 1860, to 64,769,708, and there 
is no prospect that the increase will be checked withont further legislation 
The late loan was sold at a fraction over par. Since the sale the public 
agitation and other causes have depreciated the securities to 92, and any 
large sales would drop them further. The Customs revenue for the current 
year, ending June, 1861, is estimated at 56,000,000 dols., and for the following 
year at 60,000,000. But it is easy to see that these estimates may be much 
varied by prolonging the present discussions or by settling them. 


THE Sup “ CoLonsay,” of Glasgow, which was on a return 
voyage from Sydney, after having rounded Cape Horn, struck a sunken reef near 
the Falkland Islands at two o'clock in the mornin @ of the 16th of August last. 
The long-boat was smashed, but, by means of the jolly-boat, the crew escaped, 
and at daylight saw land two miles ahead, which they reached. It proved to 
be Speedwell Island, where the crew remained eleven days, with such food as 
they could catch. When the weather grew calmer, the captain and a few of the 
crew (which consisted of twenty-one men) set out in the small-boat, and, at adis 
tance of fifty miles, met a sailing schooner, by means of which the remainder 
of the crew were conveyed to the Falkland Islands. 

THE BRITISH AND THE FRENCH Navy CoMPARED.—A 
correspondence has recently taken place between Mr. Baxter, M.P., and Mr. 
James Paton, of Montrose, res a statement made by the former gentle- 
man that the number of persuns employed in our Royal Navy is greater than 


the entire mercantile marine of France, both coasting and foreign. In hia 
letter Mr. Baxter proves conclusively the truth of the assertion which he had 
made. He shows by figures taken from official documents that, while the 


number of men this year in our Royal Navy is 84,000 persons, the number of 
persons employed in the mercantile marine of France is only 89,000. Hoe 
further shows that in the French Imperial Navy there are only 30,000 able 

bodied men against 77,000 in the English Royal Navy, and in the Freack 
mercantile marine, only 80,000 persons against 240,000 in the English mercantile 
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baggage in a village two miles in front, was there joined by the Y sae 
advanced on the right. Soon after passing Tang-Chow the French troops got 
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that the Chinese army was encamped in very large numbers about four miles

in England, i William Fad Thackeray. Let us be under- 
stood. Thousands of English may be familiar with the 
name of Ba!zac, but to their great majority he is only a romancier 
of the “s odic sensation” and “pulmonary” order, like Sue, 
like Souli¢e, like like the two Dumas — father 
andson. Very few, i are those who have studied the subtle 
workings and minute dissections of character in “La Coméidie 
Humaine.” So with Mr. Thackeray. The ignorant among his 
eda irers belaud him as satirist, h ist, delineator of lively sketches 
of society, but they pass by the astonishing dexterity and facility with 
which, and with one set of characters, he can, like Balzac, create, in one 
novel after another, interest and excitement sufficient for the most insa- 
tiate a ite for “sensation.” The fact is, that each one of Thackeray's 
and E ’s works is but an act in the great Drama of Human Life, 
which they have both witnessed, acted in (perchance) themselves, and 
which they have the rarely given soa to interpret. 

The January number of the Cornhill contains the opening portion of 
“The Adventures of Philip.” We have the old dramatis persone of 
so many of Mr. Thackeray's fictions over and over again. Thus, 
Mr. and Mrs. Pendennis, the Major, Dr, Goodenough, are from ‘‘ Pen- 
dennis ;’ the painter, Andrew Fitch, and his wife, the ex-widow 
Carrickfergus, are from “ A shabby genteel story,” published many years 
since in Fraser ; and the very father of Philip, a certain Dr. Firmin, 
made, it is to be presumed, his first appearance as Mr. Brandon in the 
same bygone tale. The “Little Sister” is also an old “ shabby genteel 
acquaintance ;” and the Ringwoods, Ascots, Eghams, ef hoc gen s omne, 
are indifferently from “The Newcomes” and “Vanity Fair.” We 
have the same old school scenes, aristocratic genealogies, ublic-school 
episcdes, reminiscences of defunct dinner parties, sweetstuff, ginger-beer, 
and the Charterhouse birch rods, as of yore. With any other writer 
but Mr. Thackeray, this eternal repetition of la vieille patraque would 
pall end sicken: with him, thanks to his genius, his wit, and his pathos, 
they stil] amuse, instruct, and delight. “The Adventures of Philip 
is full of promise of turning out an admirable novel; and, so far as 
we are concerned, we hope the next one will have Mr. Frederick Bayham 
for a hero; the next, “J. J.;” the next, Mr. Bludyer; and the next, 
Lord Highgate. All these will be but instalments towards the comple- 
tion of Mr. Thackeray's “‘ Human Comedy.” 

There is a capital descriptive paper, tco, in the present number of 
the Cornhill, “Portrait of a Russian Gentleman”—one Anton 
Antonovitch, a soldier-pilgrim of Moscow the ae This “ portrait” 
is, unless we are mistaken, from the pen of Mr. H. Sutherland Edwards, 
whose volume of Muscovite sketches, entitled “The Russians at 
Home,” is on the eve of publication. We make no secret of our 
partiality for the literature of the North: Qui a bu, boira; and it is, 
therefore, without any scruple that we extend cordial commendation 
to Mrs. Fanny M. Thomson’s recently-published “ Journey to Moscow,” 
the record of a trip taken in company with her husband, in 1856, at 
the time of the Emperor Alexander’s coronation. Mrs. Thomson is 
a Liverpool lady, and in that maritime metropolis her book has been 

orintéd “ for private circulation only ;” but the “ Journey to Moscow” 

o special merits of its own—in graphic description, in quiet humour, 
in conscientious appreciation, and in ladylike style—that claim for it 
a far larger audience than is to be found in a circle of private friends. 

Literature and Art held high rendezvous at Mr. Mudie’s on Monday 
night last. The Czar of circulating libraries convened a conversazione 
on a grand scale, at which almost every one of literary and artistic 
eminence in London made his or her appearance. There were a few 
notabilities, gui brillaient par leur absence ; but our eyes lighted on 
representatives in the flesh of Cornhill and Temple Bar, of “ Framley 
Parsonage” and “John Halifax, Gentleman,” of “The Great 
Tribulation ” and Lloyd's Newspaper, of *“‘ Quarles’s Emblems ” and “The 
Prize Ode on the Burns’ Festival,” of “ Evan Harrington” and “The 
Silver Cord,” of “The Bock of the Thames,” the Art-Journal, and 
“Every Man his own Trumpeter,” of “The History of mae d ” and 
“The Life of Sir John Falstaff,” of “ Odd Journeys,” “Under Bow 
Bells,” and “Curiosities of Animal Life.” Then there were painters, 
and sculptors, and engravers, There were critics and pressmen, There 
were poets and divines. The ladies looked cruelly learned, ex- 
cruciatingly erudite, inexorably accomplished, as all literary ladies 
should do. The female authorial personslity is perhaps a little 
alarming—not to say awful; and we heard the prettiest lady 
in the assembly utter devout thanks “that she was’nt clever.” All 
these celebrities were gathered together to partake of Mr. Mudie’s 
graceful hospita‘ity (he should give a dinner and see what capital 
knives and forks some of our most sentimental novelists can play), 
and to ins ct his new and magnificent central hall: lofty, galleried, 
colunniated, resplendently booklined as it is. Everybody was 
delighted ; adm red the host’s energy and enterprise; marvelled at the 
deveicpment of his operations which led to the construction of such a 

palatial storercom of his “select library,” and felt disposed to cry, “ Jo 
Muse ! Evoé Mudie |” till a grim reminder somewhat saddened the 
most joyous in a rumour that beneath the grand hall is a range of 
vaults Cesigned for the reception of the works of unsuccessful authors. 
There ‘s horror in the thought ! 

It is time the scteme of erecting a monument, and of the noblest 
kind, to Lord Macaulay within the walls of the University of 
Cambridge should be carried out. We have looked through the com- 
mittee-list, and surely no names could be more illustrious or more 
influential than those already published. The subscription-list, headed 
by the Prince Consort with £100, promises well. Some thirty Dukes, 
Bishops, and Judges spiritedly follow suit with donations of fifty, 
twenty-five, and ten guineas; but we should like to see the five and 
two guinea subscriptions coming in more rapidly. The destitute 
Syrian Christians have had quite enough money by this time; and a 
tyny stream of surplus liberality might be diverted towards the statue 
which England owes to Thomas Babington Macaulay. 

The Brown Library at Liverpool has been thrown open to the public, 
and the affluence of visitors, not sightseers, but real hard-reading 
students has already been enormous. Touching library management 
we bave to endorse a complaint lately addressed to one of our contem- 
poraries on the very invidious manner in which a few of the frequenters 
of the reading-room of the British Museum detain books of reference 
hour after hour and day after day. There are some compilers who will 
take a work so cheap and so easy of access as “ Men of the Time,” or 
the “ Handbook of London,” off the shelves at ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing and keep it beside them—but scarcely ever consulting it—auntil 
tie signal is given for closing the reading-room. Now, this is too bad. 
‘The British Museum is not the office of a newspaper sub-editor or a 
Leck writer of necrological notices, There is another grievance, also, 
against which we must protest, and that is the habit of some dilettante 
loungers in che reading-room of early securing a seat by hanging their 
coats over a chair or placing their hats on a table, and then 
wandering for hours about the room, pottering over the catalogues, or 
goesiping at the doors and in the corridors, to the practical exclusion of 
real students from the accommodation they seek. There are too many 
smug and well-attired individuals, with too much time on their hands, 
who make a common lounge and chatterbox-exchange of the most 
magnificient and most admirably-arranged hall of study in the world. 

The second number of Temple Bar seems evidently to have put the 
conductor thereof on his mettle.

Fat 
shows were established to ensure a good supply of Christmas beef, not 
to enable breeders to put a little more fat on breeding animals and then 
“strip” them again, that they may be in cup training both summer 
and winter. Queen of the Isles was beaten again at Darlington by a 
beast of Mr. Outhwaite’s, of Bainesse, near Catterick ; and the Messrs.

LIFE-BOAT SERVICES.—The brig Eliza, of Middlesboro, laden 
with coals, when going out to sea in tow of a steamer, struck, during a heavy 
swell and wind from the westward, on the bar of the Tees, and soon after- 
wards drifted on the North Caret Sand, on the morning of the 16th inst. The 
Seaton Carew life-boat, belonging to the National Life-boat Institution, was 
forthwith got out and launched opposite the vessel, and the brig's crew, seven 
in number, were taken off and brought to land. The vessel soon after became 
a total wreck.——The schooner John and Ann, of Whitby, was wrecked on the 
Patch Sand, north of Yarmouth, on the night of the 17th inst. The institu- 
tion’s life-boat stationed at Caistor was immediately launched, and succeeded 
in saving the schooner’s crew of ten men, who were afterwards taken to the 
Sailors’ Home. The vessel soon afterwards went to pieces.——The Russian 
barque Ulrica, with a cargo of guano, went on the Goodwin Sands on the 
night of the 17th inst. Immediately the signal of distress was observed the 
life-boat of the Royal National Life-boat Institution at Walmer was launched, 
and, with other boats, succeeded in getting the barque from her perilous posi- 
tion.

THE SUPREME COURT OF MADRAS, 


Tue practice in the Supreme Court of Madras is similar to that 
which obtains in English courts of justice, with some modifications 
needed for the adaptation of the judge-and-jury system to the special 
requirements of the people of India. We give a few particulars 
respecting the hn | of summoning and swearing-in of jurors at 
Madras. One set of grand jurors (consisting of gentlemen of the civil 
service, merchants, and gentlemen of independent means, Mohammedans 
and Hindoos), and three sets, twelve each, of petty jurors, are sum- 
moned by the Sheriff, who is appointed every year. The Judge, on 
opening the session, makes a short speech, commenting on the cases, 
and delivers the calendar to the grand jurors, after they have been duly 
sworn—Christians on the Bible, Mo! edans on the Koran, and 
Hindoos on some leaves of a sacred plant called tolasee, and a few 
drops of water from the Ganges. A set of jurors, consisting of 

Europeans and nine natives (three of whom must be able to 
speak and understand English), is then impanelled, and take their 
seats. In the meantime, as the grand jury on investigation find true 
bills they are brought in and handed to the Clerk of the Crown, who 
reads them to his Lordship, handing them to the Deputy Clerk, who 
calls by name the prisoner to the bar, and reads aloud the ope indict- 
ment, asking him whether he is guilty or not guilty. If prisoner 
should answer in the affirmative he is at once sentenced ; but if he 
plead “Not guilty” he is allowed to challenge the jury, who are then 
sworn in according to their respective uasions, and the case pro- 
ceeds, The last session of oyer and terminer and gaol delivery 
in Madras for 1860 was held in October. None of the cases were of 
special interest. Our Engraving on page 587 shows the petty jurors 
in the box, the prisoner at the bar, and Sir A. Bittlestone, Puisne 
Judge, on the bench,

A fugitive slave in the United States murdered his master as 
he was endeavouring to capture him, and escaped into Canada. He is now 
claimed as a fugitive from justice, under the Ashburton Treaty. The counsel 
for the defence claim that by the laws of England a man may defend his 
liberty even at the cost of the life of the person who assails it ; and that, as 
such a homicide would not be murder in Canada, the authorities are not 
required to surrender the fugitive. The case is still pending at Toronto. 


CANADIAN WOODMEN.—When a portion of forest has been 
marked out for cutting, a party of ten or twenty shanty-men is sent up to it, 
and they find out a spot where water and other advantages are to be obtained, 
and there set up their chantier, or log-house. In the Hudson’s Bay counties it 
would be ‘called a “fort.” It is without windows, and a deal like an 
Esquimaux hut. In the midst blazesa fire which is never let out, and the smoke 
passes out through a hole in the roof. The sleeping-places of the men are all 
round, as in the cabin of a ship. Other huts are built for stores, and the tranks 
of trees the men have cut down are piled up near them. In the winter 
these are dragged hither over the snow, and in the following spring sent down 
the water. The axe-men are often of various nations, and, since they have 
their log-houses far in the foresis, hundreds of miles from civilisation and the 
police, it occurred to me that the shanties might often be the scene of disorders 
and excesses ; but I everywhere heard these woodmen praised for their order 
and sobriety. No robbery or crime, I was assured, is ever heard of among 
them, and in the midst of the axe-men of Labrador and Hudson’s Bay you 
would be safer than in the streets of New York. This, if true, is probably in 
some measure to be attributed to the good organisation and distribution of the
